New German Cabinet Yields 
to Ultimatum Immediate­ 
ly After Appointment 


B E R L IN , May l l — Germany fin­ 
ally yielded to the Allies today. 
W ith a cabinet chosen especially 
to accept the Allied ultimatum Chan­ 
cellor W irth today sent to London, 
Paris and Rome a note agreeing; un­ 
conditionally to all demands. 
The 
note was handed to Allied ambass­ 
adors here also. 
Events shaped themselves rapidly 
yesterday after majority Socialists, 
Democrats and Centrist leaders de­ 
cided the ultimatum must be accept­ 
ed 
Dr. W irth, former minister of fin­ 
ance, succeeded in forming a coali­ 
tion cabinet from the three parties. 
W irth immediately 
went before 
the Reichstag with a recommenda­ 
tion that the ultimatum be accepted. 
In a short address he summed up 
the arguments for such action, lay­ 
ing emphasis on the chance it offer­ 
ed Germany to retain Upper Silesia 
and aroid occupation of the Ruhr 
valley. 
He asked immediate action 
on this recommendation. 
The Reichstag accepted the ulti­ 
matum by a vote of 221 to 175, many 
of the opposition voting independent­ 
ly for the action.

he would have to have his tonsils re­ 
moved, but since his breathing is get­

An acute inflam m ation of the ton­ 
sils is to be expected in scarlet fever. 
They som etim es shrink a great deal 
after the attack, but if the enlarge­ 
m ent is very pronounced you cannot 
alw ays hope for a retu rn to norm al 
during childhood.

nearly or quite in contact, if there i 
are repeated acute attack s of inflam- 
maUon, or If the tonsils are diseased 
and general sym ptom s are present, 
you will probably find it advisable 
to have the tonsils removed.

These figures will be regarded aB sig­ 
nificant by the business and the bank­ 
ing communities inasmuch as they 
indicate that during the 18 months 
period from June 30, 1919, to Decem­ 
ber 29, 1920, a net amount of over 
$1,000,000,000 war securities passed 
from the banks to the investing pub­ 
lic. To the extent that banking re­ 
sources were thus released for other 
credit purposes, commercial activ­ 
ities should have benefited. On De­ 
cember 29, 1920, the war issues held 
by banking institutions for their own 
account was approximately $2,429,- 
564,000 or about 30 per cent less than 
the $3,451,184,000 reported as of June 
30, 1919. 
This indicates an increasing ten­ 
dency on the part of the public to 
invest in government securities and 
ijjhows a growing inclination by those 
investors to take advantage of the 
favorable yields which can be ob­ 
tained from 
the

treasury 
issues. The government loan organ­ 
ization calls attention to the fact 
that not in 50 years have government 
securities sold on a basis so favor­ 
able to holders. 
The tendency toward absorption of 
J war issues by the investing public,

Assum­ 
ing that the continued purchase of 
I government securities for investment

ARMY DOCTORS MAY 
PRACTICE PRIVATELY 


SAN DIEGO, May l l — Officers of 
the army corps may engage in pri­ 
vate practice under certain condi­ 
tions, according to changes made in 
the army regulations received here. 
If citizens in the neighborhood of 
a military post or the residence of a 
medical officer of the army desire
